F.C.T. stands for “Friends Communicating Together”, and the 
membership is made up of hearing and hearing impaired stu- 
dents. The club evolved from some group meetings planned by 
Dick Schafer, social worker for the schools, Barbara Reynolds, 
teacher in the hearing impaired department, and George 
McDoniel, counselor of the deaf from Skills, Inc. The group 
meetings were organized to help the hearing impaired students 
feel more a part of the general student body at the high school, 
and to help some of the regular students become better ac- 
quainted with some of the hearing impaired students. 

After the initial meetings, the group was a whole decided to 
continue getting together. The name of the club was decided 
upon, and two committees were set up — a social committee 
and an education committee. Learning to communicate more 
effectively, including learning some sign language, is the main 
goal of the education committee, and the social committee 
plans parties and money raising events to help finance the 
parties. Expanding the membership to include more interested 
students is a general goal of the whole group. 

F.C.T. meets approximately once a month during the school 
day, but social events are usually held in the evenings. Activi- 
ties for the school year have included taking part in the Home- 
coming parade (dressed as mimes), a bake sale, a Halloween 
party, a Christmas party, and a pizza party. 
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Two exchange students from Sweden visited MHS this year. They are Ulf 
Gerhamn from Karlstad and Charlotte Kuhn from Gotenburg (picture 1). 
Ulf wanted to visit the US because he thought it would be interesting to see 
how Americans live. He commented on the difference in dating between 
Sweden and the United States. He explained that boys and girls in Sweden 
do more things together. For example most of them eat lunch together 
and he was surprised that in the MHS cafeteria some students stay 
segregated by sexes during lunchtime. Charlotte had many reasons for 
wanting to come to the U.S.. Her friends in Sweden had visited here and 
liked it and she wanted a chance to learn the language better. She involved 
herself in many activities. Charlotte was a Concert Choir member, in the 
chorus for the music Irene, Spirits, Ski Club, and Latin Club. Ulf and 
Charlotte arrived in Moline in August 1981 and will return to Sweden in 
July 1982. 

An exchange student from Brazil attended Moline Senior High this year. 
Her name was Adriana Julien from Sao Paulo, Brazil (picture #2). She 
arrived in Moline in February 1981. Since Adriana began in the middle of 
the school year she attended the second half of her senior year and 
participated in graduation with the class of 1981. She completed her 
senior year during the first semester of this year and returned to Brazil in 
January 1982. Adriana came to the United States to learn about our 
language and to help others learn about Brazil. 

Amanda Campbell-Wilson, an exchange student from Gynpie, Queens- 
land, Australia, arrived in Moline in January 1982 (picture #3).
